TAVLOK-VHIE, 111., 'Jan. 27.— George W. 


Traughber, for the- murder of James McTCin- 
ncy, on Oct. 28, 1SS1, was hanged here shortly 
after uoon ycstorduy. 


At H:-10 the death file was formod, led by 


Sheriff Hainos, tho condemned man following 
closely. 
Traughber ascended the platform 


with a firm step and quietly gazed at tho jury, 
reporters and visiting sheriffs. 
Ho waa thon 


told to lunko any statement ha desired. "I 
have no hard feelings against any of you,what- 
ever, and I bid you all good-by," said' Traugh- 
bsr, liis voice never onco faltering. When tho 
deputy had bound tho arms of tho condemned, 
and stooped to fasten tha straps at his knoas, 
Traughber'a eyes closed, hie face became dead- 
ly pa!e, and he all but faulted; but he rallied 
bravely, and assisted tho sheriff by placing bis 
knees 
together. At 12:01 tho cord was 


pulled, and Traughber foil six feet, his 
neck bfeaking'witb. t, snapping noiso liko tho 
crack of a carriage whip. The doomed man 
drew two long breaths, thon all was still, tho 
joily never moving, At 12:00 tbo Attending 
jhysioians pronounced him dead, and the body 
as cnt down and given to friouds in waiting.' 
Traughber'a last night on earth waa passed 


n fitful sleep and agonized pacing of tho floor. 
Wheu lights were brought into the jail at C 
'clock in tho evening, he remarked: '"I shall 
never see them Lit again." Up to midnight ho 
vas reasonably calm, when a dish of raw Oysters 
lid a bowl of hot soup were given him which 
ie devoured with evident relish. Trom 1 o'clock 
o 2:00 ho was -very restless, moaning and cry- 
ng, begging pitoously of God to give him ono 
;iss from his young wife and a clasp from hia 
why. So he continued walking until 0:SO when 
10 dropped on his bed and fell asleep, resting 
uietly for some timo. The wifo of tho coc- 
emnud man stayed with her parents at Ston- 
igton, a littla station ten miles north of hare. 
George W. Traughborwae probably tho most 
miserable culprit that ever viewed ttiegallowa, 
lis face on the morning of execution bore 
the imprint of having passed a night of terror. 


"Are you prepared to die?" was asked him. 
''Yes.'l snpposo ap," he answered,with quiv- 


ering lips and shaking limbs. In a moment ho 
continued: "There i» no hope for mo to live, is 
thore?" 


The reporter shook hi« head, and Tranghber 


burst into tears. 


*It is hard to di« eo yOMj," he murmured, 


and then bnrying his f aca in his hands, he ro- 
sumcd his nervou* pacing of tho coll. 


The story of the doomed man's crime is as 


follows: TraTijhber and a man named Myers 
sought to emulato the career of tho James 
boys. On the morning of the day of the mur- 
rior tho two went to Mowoqua, a village in the 
northwestern part of Snelby county, and just 
across the lino from Prairioton township, aud 
spent tho day in drinking. On the way home, 
both expressed & desire to join the Missouri 
outlaws, Myors remarking, "Well, GoorRO, wo 
can't join tho Jamog boya now, but wo can 
have some fun on tho road homo." As was 
shown at tho trial, the young men talked the 
matter over and agreed to ask tho first man 
they mot to trade nones, and if he refused to 
kill him. 
All the details wore agreed 


upon. Trangbbor was to do the shooting,

Mckinney again refined. Traughbor, nrgqd 
on by Myors, emptied five chambers of his 
revolver into McKinnoy's body. 
McKinney fell 


dead. The two left tho body in tho road and 
want quietly home. When the body was found 
tho tracks of Traughbor'a, and Myer'i horses 
were found. They wer» "arrested and hidden 
in a corn-shock during the day. At night they 
woro taken to jail. Traughbor mada a full 
confession to Constable Robinson, and when 
the trial cams off pleaded puilty. Myers was 
sentenced to ninoty-niuo years in tho pen- 
itentiary. 


Traughber was a slender young man, 21 


years of ago. Hit faco waa broad across the 
cheek bones, but the cheeks ended in almost a 
sharp point at tho chin, and showed a sparse 
Srowth of almost colorloea beard. Though his 
hair waa of acraggy brown, hia eyes wero very 
black and Bet close up to tha nose. A low 
forehoad receded from the eyo-brown. When1 
talking he gave a meaningless, half-idiotic 
laugh, and frequently awayod his body from 
side to side. Hia father diod sixteen years 
ago, but the mother atfll lives. Traughber ro- 
coived very littlo schooling. Ho told a reporter 
the other day that ho tad road very littlo, and 
but few story papers. Ho never got into a'jy 
serious trouble before, and was never in court, 
ovoa as. a witnosa.
